“  23.  All  persons  producing  potatoes  within  the 
seed-potato  control  area  must  keep  the  crop  rogued 
to  at  least  the  standard  of  Certified  class  of  seed- 
potatoes.”

MALE  AND  FEMALE  MINIMUM  WAGE  ORDER 
No.  26  (1953) 


Order  Establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  for  Truck-drivers  and  Motor-cycle 

Operators  and  Thelr  Swampers  or  Helpers,  and  Warehousemen  Not 

Covered  by  Another  Order  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  truck-driver  and  motor-cycle  operator, 
and  their  swampers  or  helpers,  and  warehousemen,  and  their  employers,  except: — 

(a)  Employees  covered  by  an  Order  of  the  Board  establishing  a  minimum 
wage  in  the  logging  industry: 

( b )  Drivers  of  vehicles  designed,  constructed,  and  used  primarily  for 
transportation  therein  of  passengers;  and 

(c)  Warehousemen  covered  by  another  Order  of  the  Board. 

2.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  truck-driver  and  motor-cycle  operator, 
and  their  swampers  or  helpers,  and  warehousemen  shall  be  as  follows: — 

(a)  Truck-drivers,  and  their  swampers  or  helpers,  and  warehousemen, 
80  cents  per  hour. 

( b )  Motor-cycle  operators,  55  cents  per  hour. 

(c)  Overtime  rates  of  pay,  except  for’drivers  of  vehicles  engaged  in  the 
retail  delivery  of  milk  and  the  delivery  of  bread,  and  their  swampers 
or  helpers  (see  note) : — 

(i)  One  and  one-half  (IV2)  times  his  regular  rate  of  pay  for 
the  first  2Vz  hours,  or  part  thereof,  worked  in  excess  of  8V2  hours 
in  any  one  day. 

(ii)  Double  his  regular  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours  worked  in 
excess  of  1 1  hours  in  any  one  day. 

(iii)  One  and  one-half  (IV2)  times  his  regular  rate  of  pay  for 
all  hours  worked  in  excess  of  47  hours  in  any  one  week;  provided, 
however,  that  such  overtime  shall  not  include  any  overtime 
covered  under  subclauses  (i)  and  (ii)  of  this  clause. 

The  overtime  rates  of  pay  provided  in  clause  (c)  hereof  may  be 
varied  by  permit  from  the  Board  to  meet  the  conditions  of  the  “  long¬ 
distance  haul  ”  or  to  provide  payment  on  a  mileage,  tonnage,  or 
trip,  etc.,  basis,  as  may  be  arranged  between  the  employer  and  the 
employees  or  their  representatives,  or  for  other  reasons. 

(cl')  An  employee  waiting  on  call  for  employment  as  required  by  his 
employer:  The  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  the  entire  period 
spent  at  the  place  of  work  in  response  to  the  call,  with  a  minimum 
of  2  hours’  pay  at  the  employee’s  regular  rate  if  the  employee  does 
not  commence  work  and  4  hours’  pay  at  the  employee’s  regular  rate 
if  the  employee  commences  work,  unless  by  written  permission  the 
Board  varies  this  provision  with  respect  to  the  daily  guarantee. 

(e)  In  the  event  of  a  truck  being  immobilized  at  a  distance  greater 
than  100  miles  from  the  driver’s  home  terminal  because  of  mechani¬ 
cal  breakdown  or  road  blockade,  employees  operating  the  truck  will 
be  paid  at  straight  time  unless  they  are  actively  engaged  in  effecting 
repairs.  Straight  time  will  continue  to  the  end  of  the  shift  on  which 
they  are  working.  Employees  will  be  paid  one  regular  shift  each 
day  while  the  truck  is  immobilized  under  the  conditions  described. 

3.  That  in  cases  where  the  vehicle  is  provided  by  the  employee,  all  reasonable 
costs  to  the  said  employee  in  connection  therewith,  while  the  vehicle  is  actually  in 
use  on  the  employer’s  behalf,  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  minimum  wages  fixed 
herein. 

4.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as  often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  each 
of  his  employees  all  wages  and  salary  earned  by  the  employee  up  to  a  day  not  more 
than  8  days  prior  to  the  date  of  payment. 

5.  That  every  employer  shall  post  a  copy  of  this  Order  and  keep  it  posted  in 
a  conspicuous  place  in  his  establishment,  so  that  all  employees  affected  thereby 
have  ready  access  to  and  see  the  same. 

6.  (a)  That  every  employer  shall  keep  in  his  establishment  a  true  and  correct 
record  in  the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid  to  and  the  hours  worked  each  day 
by  each  of  his  employees,  together  with  a  register  in  the  English  language  of  the 
names,  ages,  occupations,  and  residential  addresses  of  his  employees. 

(b)  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand  of  the  Board  or  any  person 
authorized  in  writing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  produce  for 
inspection  all  records  kept  by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours  qf  labour,  or  con¬ 
ditions  of  labour  and  employment  of  any  or  all  of  his  employees. 

7.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at  Vancouver,  B.C.,  on  the  30th  day 
of  January,  1953,  shall  take  effect  on  the  30th  day  of  March,  1953. 

8.  That  Order  No.  26  ( 1940),  dated  the  8th  day  of  October,  1940;  Order  No. 
26b,  dated  the  12th  day  of  August,  1941;  and  Order  No.  9  (1948),  made  the  3rd 
day  of  August,  1948,  establishing  a  minimum  wage  in  the  transportation  industry, 
and  subsequent  amendments  thereto,  are  hereby  rescinded. 

9.  That  the  General  Interim  Minimum  Wage  Order  ( 1946),  made  on  the  25th 
day  of  July,  1946,  effective  from  the  1st  day  of  July,  1946,  shall  not  apply  to  the 
employees  covered  by  this  Order  after  the  29th  day  of  March,  1953.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  su«h  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  v/eek  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.
